Perhaps  the  greatest  postal  advance  of 
recent  times  Is  that  which  Eng’-ind  has  ( 
just  decided  to  adopt— penny  postage 
for  its  vast  empire.  The  Britiv-  poetof- 
flee  department,  after  much  urging ■  ^ 
finally  accepted  this  proposition,  which 
has  been  pressed  for  years  by  that  inde¬ 
fatigable  reformer,  Mr.  Henneiicr  Hea¬ 
ton,  and  as  soon  as  the  necessary  ar¬ 
rangements  can  be  made  the  uniform 
imperial  postage  of  a  penny— 2  cents— 
will  be  established,  and  for  that  amount 
a  letter  can  be  carried  from  England  not 
only  to  Canada  and  the  West  Indie*,  but 
to  India,  Australia  and  even  the  oentcr 
of  Africa.  This  is  the  cheapest  postage 
ever  proposed. 

The  United  States  bos  been  making 
many  improvements  of  late  tn  postal 
matters,  but  it  tes  never  been  able  to 
catch  up  wdth  England,  whose  lead  in 
this  matter  we  must  acknowledge,  and 
it  is  a  striking  tribute  tj>  the  suoceas  <‘f 
the  English  system  that/supericr  as  it  is 
to  ours,  it  yet  nets  a  profit  of  tl\000,000 
a  year  to  the  government,  whereas  we 
usually  have  a  deficit  in  our  postofllcs 
accounts.  The  truth  seems  to  be  that 
th©  better  the  postal  service  the  greater 
th©  profit.  The  United  States,  under 
these  dreufsstancee,  can  well  afford  to 
make  radical  improvements,  certain  that' 
it  will  be  repaid  for  them  in  A  short  time.

Dressing  For  Shoes. 

How  difficult  it  is  in  winter  to  keep 
one's  feet  even  presentable  in  appear 
ancel  Sidewalks  are  sloppy,  crosswalks 
are  muddy,  and  tbe  air  is  so  cold  that  it 
hardens  shoe  leather  until  it  is  no  unusual 
thing  for  it  to  crack  and  become  sorry 
to  look  upon.  Nothing  can  be  dono  actu¬ 
ally  to  prevent  tho  season  from  telling 
upon  tbe  wearing  qualities  of  shoes,  but 
S  great  deal  can  be  done  to  prevent  them 
from  becoming  so  badly  injured  as  they 
might  otherwise  be. 

When  shoes  havo  become  very  muddy, 
the  worst  of  the  mud  should  be  knocked 
off  with  a  thin  strip  of  hard  wood,  which 
should  be  kept  for  the  purpose.  A  very 
stiff  brush  will  then  tase  off  the  rest  of 
the  dirt  Now,  apply  a  dressing  made 

Jr  mixing  8  drams  of  spermaceti  oil,  t 
fit  of  vinegar,  8  ounces  of  treacle  and 
ounce*  of  finely  powdered  ivory  black. 
The  vinegar  should  be  added  last.  This 
will  make  tbe  shoe*  look  almost  aewell 
ss  they  did  before  their  rough  treatment.

lmpro«lB(\b*  Ballot. 

The  Australian  ballot  system,  while  a 
good  reform  tn  the  main,  has  several 
features  which  need  amending  before  it 
can  be  accepted  as  an  almost  perfect  and 
honest  inode  of  voting.  As  it  now  stands, 
thousands  of  voters  have  been  dtefrnn 
chined  by  the  Misapprehension  ofTiot  be¬ 
ing  allowed  to  stamp  opposite  a  candi¬ 
date's  name  after  having  once  stamped 
the  party  emblem.  Let  there  be  but  one 
way  of  voting,  by  stamping  the  square 
by  the  side  of  e«rh  person  that  you  .wish 
te  vote  for.  A  voter  once  instructed  to 
stamp  the  square  to  the  left  of  each  per¬ 
son  that  he  wished  to  vote  for  will  not 
only  not  confuse,  but  actually  expedite 
voting  Another  feature  or  the  law 
which  should  be  changed  is  the  ease  with 
which  a  partisan  board  can  throw  out 
ballots  ns  defective.  .Vs  protection  in 
the  right  of  voting  is  secrecy,  so  should 
the  ballot  be  piotectod  after  it  is  cast,  so 
long  as  the  intent  of  the  voter  can  be  as¬ 
certained.— Nobleerrille  Ledger.
